Summary of War News 


Evidence is multiplying that the 
most energetic efforts are about to be 
made to hammer Russia's great army 
in aggressive fighting force. 
Minister of War Kerensky, in as- 
suming his new post, announced his 
intention of maintaining iron disci- 
pline among the 
troops. The new 
cabinet is now complete and appar- 
ently is preparing to cope energetical- 
ly with the big problem of reorgani- 
zation before it. 


The recent intensive fighting on the 
British front in France has subsided, 
and activities along the French line 
to tho Aisne 
region 
are 
confined 
mainly to counter attacks by the Ger- 
mans. 
The 
Italian 
offensive, with 
Trieste for its objective, is therefore 
being watched with interest. 
General Cadorna's armies have a 
heavy task 
before 
them, with the 
cream of Austria's fighting forces de- 
fending the naturally strong defensive 
positions in the Isonzo region.

The German reaction in the Aisne 
region,, occurred last night along a 
wide front northwest of Braye-en-La- 
onnois.

Secretary McAdoo Urges Immense Re-

St. Paul, May 19.—The northwest to- 


day promised Secretary McAdoo its 
hearty support in helping to finance 
the military operaitons of the United 
States and its allies and in raising of 
war crops. Representatives of half a 
dozen states described by the secre- 
tary in an interview as the "bread- 
basket of. the nation," were 
among 
those who greeted him here, and while 
farmers and stockmen assured him 
they would do their best, bankers and 
business men predicted a loyal and 
effective response to his appeal in be- 
half of the liberty loan. 
A busy program was before the sec- 
retary. "Two speeches this afternoon, 
one at a luncheon and another at a 
massmeeting, were to be made by him. 
and the evening was spent in Minne- 
apolis. 
A patriotic parade inserted between 
the St. Paul addresses was to be re- 
viewed by Mr. McAdoo in company 
with the leading men of the north- 
west. 
"I know of no section of the United 
States," said the secretary in an in- 
terview, "more concerned in the na- 
tloaal emergency than this great north- 
west The great problem of the world 
today is the production of food. Food 
to feed ourselves and to supply a sur- 
plus to our flghting allies. 
"This great northwest Is truly our 
national breadbasket, and the present 
nation exigency has placed upon it a 
responsibility unknown to other Ba- 
tions.

INTERESTING RELIC 


Letter From Soldier in Civil War, 


Shows Similarity, .'of Conditions 


Then and Now—Prices Were 


Way Up. 
A little first hand 
correspondence 


on America in the war days of 1863 
is of interest now in.showing the sim- 
ilarity of conditions which exist to- 
day, even with the more complete 
organiaztion 
which experience has 
wrought. 
The following, letter was 
written by the late John Devins of 
the £3d Wisconsin volunteers, Com- 
pany iF, to the late John Howe of 
Footville, during one of the campaigns 
when the state forces were at Morn- 
P 
Memphis March 28, 1863. 
"Friend Howe: 
I received 
your 
letter last evening and contents care- 
fully perused. It finds me well and 
in good health^ 
"we left Mosco the 9th of March 
and had a tough march through ram 
and mud. We arrived at Memphis 
the 13th. We are now camped one- 
half mile from the city.. The general 
health of the rest is better than it has 
been for. some tii%e. We have -jiist 
drawed new 
tents and 'tis 'a 
goutl 
thing for if we had been in our old 
tents last night we would certainly 
have been drowned, for 
a - harder 
thunder shower I have not seen for 
many a year, and it looks .very -much 
like rain today. We are haying fine 
growing weather and trees are all 
leaved out: Fruit trees of all kinds 
are in full bloom and everything but 
farming presents the scenes of spring. 
I don't believe that one plantation in 
300 will be a furrough turned on them 
this year. 
Not 'one-half of the gar- 
dens here in 
the 
city 
are 
being 
touched. 
Every rail-, every tear-i, 
every hand hand has 
been 
swept 
away by the devouring forces of our 
army. 
How is farming to be carried 
on in this country where a w>:e man 
would as soon be seen hanging by 
the neck as in the field performing 
any kind of labor? 
But one thins 
sure, if provisions are as scarce next 
sprinc among the citizens and they 
do not raise anything, there will be 
no citizens, either men, women or 
children. 
Potatoes are $6 per bushel, butter 
35 cents per pound, flour $8 per bar- 
rel), «ggs 35 cents per dozen, sugar 
25 cents per pound, onions |10 per 
barrel, and everything else in propor- 
tion. They already have to eat corn 
meal; good enough for them.

THE BROWN THRUSH. 


A Vanishing Bird. 


(Harpcrhynchu* rufus) 
The. Brown Thrush, or "Thrasher, 
the more familiar name of this bird, 
was in pioneer days one of the most 
numerous and familiar birds in this 
locality. 
Throughout 
the 
greater 
part of eastern North America, where 
there was bush or brush country, the 
brown thrush was one of the most 
common birds. In the northern states 
and Canada the bird Is strictly a 
migrant; in the south he is more or 
less a resident the whole year. 
Like many of the migratory birds, 
only a portion of them seem to mi- 
grate north 
during 
the 
breeding 
season. Others remain in .the same 
locality and breed where they pass 
the winter. 
x 


The greater number, however, move 
north and distribute themselves ov*;r 
a wide area of latitude in summer. 
In some localities in the south trie 
brown thrush is locally known as I 
the French mocking bird to distin- 
guish him from the true mocking bird 
of the south. The brown thrush and 
catbird are "rather late arrivals in the 
spring and generally show up a areek 
or two before the plum trees are Jn 
blossom. 


In former days, when the plum and 
crabapple trees were in their pink 
and . white attire, every thicket had 
ts orchestra of catbirds and thrasher 
er that filled the soft, balmy, perfurm- 
ed air of spring mornings with a med- 
ley of toird music, and its charm of 
pleasing trills and melody engraved on 
memory's page awake with each re- 
turnlnp spring memories that live 
again the days of long ago.

The law has been un- 
proved and went into effect upon pub- 
lication, May 17.

Chapter 23, Laws of 1D17. 
An Act to amend section 2949 and 
subsection 1 of section 
4275 of 
the 
statutes relating to fees for printing 
cases and briefs and legal notices. 
The people of the state of Wiscon- 


sin, represented in senate and assem- 
blv, do enact as follows: 
"Sectionl, section 2949 and subsec- 
tion 1 of section 4275 of the statutes 
are amended to read: Section 
2949. 
In all actions, writs or proceedings in 
the Supreme court, excepting crim- 
inal actions, costs shall be in the dis- 
cretion of the court. In any civil ac-

STALE BREAD RECIPES 
Crumbs Valuable in Cookery 
There is nothing new in. tne idea 
of 
using bread crumbs in 
cookery, 
and 'most .housekeepers are in the 
habit of having some on hand 
for 
meat; 
puddings, etc. Few 
realize 
however, how much more generally 
they might be utilized; Many com- 
mercial bakers use bread crumbs to 
some extent as a substitute for the 
flour in many sorts of cakes, cookies, 
puddings, etc. Crumbs may also be 
used instead of flour and starch for 
thickening;, soups and sauces. 
Any bits of bread which cannot be 
eaten on the table should be saved 
and crumbed for use in cocking. 
Some housekeepers keep two kinds 
on hand; one, stale crumbs made 
chiefly from 
the inside of the loaf 
and suitable for use in place of flour, 
and dried crumbs made from 
any 
part of the bread browned a little in 
a very slow oven and crushed fine to 
be used in scalloped dishes, for the 


i coating of croquettes or other foods 
or wherever a crusty, fine crumb iq 
needed. To prevent their 
growing 
musty, crumbs should be kept in dry, 
air-tight containers. Fruit jars are 
often convenient for the purpose. 
Pancakes. 
One cup crumbs, two and one- 
quarter cups skim milk, one-half cup 
flour, four teaspoons baking powder, 
ar, one teaspoon melted fat, one egg. 
Soak crumbs in milk of three- 
quarters of an hour. Then add other 
ingredients and cooK on a hot griddle 
like ordinary pancakes. If sour milk 
is used substitute one-half teaspoon- 
ful baking soda for the four tea- 
spoonful baking powder. -

purchase vinegar and divide it 
into two .parts, placing each Jn a jug 
of its own. Fill up the

water performance. 
Once in a great 
while you will 
need a little new, fresh stock, but 
not often. 
Vinegar can be constantly diluted ! 
with boiling water without spoiling 
the flavor, and is ready for use 
as 
soon as cold. If it gets a bit weak, 
add some of your reserve stock. 
For pickling season you can man- 
age to have a good supply on hand, 
some of which you can sell, making 
a nice profit.

Paris, May •!&'.—While the United 
States is struggling with the war pro- 
hibition ^problem, Prance is 
today 
quietly administering a most effective 
check to demon .-rum and its dire ef- 
fect . on national efficiency in war 
time. : 
' 
In those districts of France where 
the highest cfflciencr is demanded or 
tljose engaged in vital war worjt jr 
where vigilance and stamina are the 
order of ..the day strong 
drink 
is 
barred. Alcohol has been driven from 
the army zones, -munition zones; iso- 
lated where it is incapable of male- 
rial, interference 
with 
the 
war 
strenth of the nation. 
. 
France's method is strict control. 
In every army zone 
of northern 
France the commanding general is 
not only the supreme head of the mil- 
itary forces but "governor" of 
the 
civilian population. In- theae zones 
alcohol has been driven out. In every 
naval zone of the Atlantic and Med- 
iterranean coast strong drink is pro- 
hibited by the somplie virtue of a de- 
cree Issued by the admiral command- 
ing the zone. Not only are sailors 
and men in national service denied 
the use of strong alcoholic beverages, 
but all inhabitants of the zone, women 
as well as men. Albert Thomas, min- 
ister of munitions, has issued similar 
decreee'to regulate the alcoholic con- 
sumption of the great munition mak- 
ing areas when these areas are not 
in military or naval zones. Not only 
have • prohibitory measures been de- 
creed but heavy penalties are im- 
posed when workers, by any chance, 
set bad examples for fellow workers. 
The chamber of deputies recently 
denied the urgent request of ex-Pre- 
mier Brianfi to allow the government] 
to take the 
liquor problem of the I 
country in- hand ana control it by 
right of arbitrary decrees. Political 
complications intervened. 
But since 
France is at war this arbitrary con- 
trol Is placed in the hands of the mil- 
itary authorities , who are today reg- 
ulating the problem with a firm hand. 
Pending the forthcoming peace when 
the great problem of general prohibi- 
tion in France will flame up again 
in the French legislature the present 
system of control is simplicity itself. 
Here is the way Vice 
Admiral A. 
Rouyer, commandant in chief of the 
prefect martimie of Toulon, the great 
Mediterranean naval center, proceed- 
ed to rid Toulon' of alcohol on March 
3 1917: 
"Decree: Considering that, under 
the 
pressure 
of 
coming 
military 
events, on which depend the safety 
of the country, it.is necessary to carry 
to its maximum of intensity the pro- 
duction of labor an factories of war; 
considering that alcohol is a redoubt- 
able enemy, not only against soldiers 
and workers of the two sexes, but 
also, ' in 
general 
fashion, 
a'gamst 
women and young people who repre- 
sent the future of the race; 
"Prohibitions-Article One * * " 
The sale and consumption of spirits, 
alcoholic 
liquors 
and 
apetizers 
(aperitifs) other than those of a ba«e 
of wine less than 23 per cent are for- 
bidden in cafes, .restaurants, buffets, 
bars and soloons to military men arid 
sailors of all grades; men bekm&ins 
to mobilized classes or those engaged 
In work or services of national de- 
fence; in private factories as well as 
those of the n&vy or military; 
to 
women or young people of less than 
21 years of age. 
. 
"Article Two—All infractions 
of 
this decree will be dealt with vigor- 
ously under the law. 
"Article Three—The civil author- 
ities of Toulon are charged with the 
execution of the present decree. 
Prohibition in France, whether ad- 
ministered by military authorities in 
time of war or civil authorities in 
time of peace, will never bring the 
light French wines or beer under its 
ban. These are without the pale.
